Four months of northerly-winds dur- 


ing the faU and winter instead 61 
southerly ones, as during tho previ- 
ous season, led me to expect lets 
open, water, thah beforo, but a great 
deal of rough Joe, and I was prepaied 
to hew a road>through the Jagged Ice 
for the first hundred miles or so; and 
then cross the big lead. 


On the last-day of Febiuary BaU-

During tin next march we., traveled 


through a tMck, 
low-lying, 
smoky 


haze drifting; ovor the ico. bptoro a

northwest1, north and northeast. \VO 
built our Igloos and turned in, hut

For the rest 
of the night and during the next day 
the ice suffered, the torments of the 
damned, surging together, opening 
out, groaning-and grinding, while the 
open water, belched black smoke like a 
prairie firo. Then the motion ceased; 
the open waler closed; Ihe atmosphere 
to the north was cleareS, and we 
rushed across, before, the Ice snould 
open again.

He Plans. Five Marches 


I had no fault to find'With the con- 


ditions. My dogs wer« the very, best, 
the pick of 133 with which we left 
Columbia, 
My supplies were ample 


for forty days, ana with Ihe reserve 
represeuled by tie dogs themselves 
could be made to last fifty. 


While my, men. got thejr loads ready 


for Ihe next marches, I settled on my 
program.

strain every 
nerve 
to make? five 


marches of fifteen miles each, crowd- 
ing, these marches in such a,_TOiy as to 
bring us-to the end of the fifth long 
enough before noon to permi^ t£e im- 
mediate, taking-, ofi-an observation, for 
latitude. 


Notches In His Belt 


At a little after midnight of Aprjl 1, 


attar a few hours of sound sleep, I hit 
the trail, leaving the others tOjbreak 
up camp andjfollow..

few hours It was on young ice, und 
occasionally Ihe dogs.were galloping

more, the air, the sky, and the bitter 
wind burning the face till il cracked 
ft was like Ihe great interior ice cap 
of Greenland. Even tho natives com- 
plained of the bitter air. It was as 
keen as frozen steel. 


A little longer, sleep than the previ- 


ous ones had to bo taken here, as we 
were all in need of it. Then on again.

The Return Journey 


We had reached the goal, but .the 


return wa.s still before us. 
It was 


essential that we reach the !a:?d be- 
fore the next spring tide, and we must 
strain every nerve to do this. 


I had a brief talk with my men. 


i From now on it was to be a big travel, 
little sleep, and a hustle every minute. 
iWe would try, I lold them, to double 
march on the return—lhat Is, that is 
lo slart and cover one of our north- 
ward marches, make lea and eat our 


1 lunch in the igloos, then cover an- 
other march, eat and sleep a few 
hours, and repeat tills dally. 


As a matter of fact we nearly did 


il.hls, covering reguarly on our home- 
ward journey five outward marches. 


i lust as long ag we coulld hold 
the 


'trail we could double our speed, and 
'we need waste no time In building 
:nffw Igloos. 


In tho afternoon of the 7th we start- 


'ed on our return, having double fed 
.Ihe dogs, repaired Ihe sleds for Uio 
last time, and discarded all our spare 
clothing, to lighten Ihe loads. 


Five miles from the Pole a narrow 


cr»ck filled with recent Ice, through 
which we were able to worl; a hole 
with a plcUaxe, enabled me to mako 
a sounding. All my wire, 1500 fath- 
oms, was sent down, but there was no 
bottom. 


While the captain, Marvin, and, 


as I found out later, Borup, had beon 
delayed by oyen leads, we seem4d to 
bear a patent oharm, and at no single 
lead were we delayed more than a 
couple of hours. 


On April 23 our sledges passed up 


the vertical edge of Ihe glacier fringe 
a mile wesl of Cape Columbia. When 
tho last sledge came up, I. thought 
my Eskimos had gone crazy. 
They 


yelled and'called and danced them- 
eelves helpless. As Ootah sat down 
on his sledge he remarked In Eskim'o:

is poor feed for anything, but tlm iiluiuii, menty oat is !i good feed 
for all stock. Including poultry. 


Hulled onts for young chickens after they are three or four weeks 


old will help them to make lone ami muscle faster tliau'iuiy other 
one feed and .this is the most desirable element at this period of 
growth. 


For grown or feeding fowls I have at most seasons of the year 


fed one feed of oats daily with most satisfactory results. I have fed 
some oats after boiling them, for tali nnd winter feeding, but they 
were of poor quality, and the boiling was to soften the hulls rather 
than because the boiling added any other value to the oats feed it- 
.self. Boiling is not necessary with good oats except by way of var- 
iety in feeding. 
The best way is to feed them* in the litter, scat- 


tered well and deeply so the fowls will have to 
do 
considerable 


scratching.

ellne Prcsser of 10 Allston street,'West 
End, ran into thfe room of .Thomas 
Greer, Saturday night with

gram announcing the immediate arri- 
val of her husband Orcer whipped a 
razor out of ilia trunk mid, clashing 
the woman across the throat, turned 
the sharp edge to ills own throat in 
an effort to end his life. 


As Mrs. Prosser ran screaming into

blood, 


(jreer, laid down in his bed to die.

WALKS TO HOSPITAL 


An examination showed a deep cut

ccreaiuing at Hie top of her voice her 
cries attracted the attenion of Mrs. 
Mary Thayer, who rooms on the top 
floor of the house.- Rushing down-two 
llighta of stairs, Mrs. Thayer was just

Mrs. Prosscr, as 


she tell fainting in her arms, 


• She dashed water un her and suc- 
ceeded in reviving her. .Mrs. Prosser 


tion, and remembering that her hus- 
band was apt to come in at any min- 
ute she pulled herself together, and 
though wealt from loss of blood, walk- 
ed to tile Massachusetts General hos- 
pital. 


When the police arrived and found 


no trace of her they began a search 
of the neighboring; doctors' 
offices, 


expecting that she had sought assis- 
tance here. Afer a half-hour's search 
had proved fruitless, word came frcm 
the hospital that a woman answering 
the description of Mrs. Prosser had 
reached there and was being treated 
for cuts about the throat and arms.
